WINDBREAKS 


Too many farm yards in the grain-growing and stock- 
raising districts of the Northwest are without windbreaks. 
In the states east of the Rocky Mountains a tree wind- 


break has long been recognized as a necessary protection, 
and but few farms are without them. They not only fur- 
nish protection and shelter from severe winds, but give 
shade to family, live stock and poultry during the hot 
summer weather. 


Many farmers have the mistaken idea that windbreak 
trees cannot be grown in the drier regions, but it is a prov- 
en fact that certain varieties can be grown wherever farm- 
ing can be carried on. A little care in planting, followed 
by frequent cultivation during the first season is all that 
is required. Where rainfall is very light, the Black Locust 
and the Box Elder do well. Where moisture is more plenti- 
ful, in addition to the above mentioned varieties, plant 
Carolina Poplar, Lombardy Poplar and Silver Maple. All 
of the above varieties are rapid growers and hardy. 
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
